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New timetable reveals more bus cuts 


FURTHER cuts to local bus services have 
been announced as First Wessex publish their 
new winter timetable. 

The local bus operator has revealed that the X31 
service, which is to be renumbered X51 to create a 
single brand for the bus company’s Jurassic Coaster 
service, will no longer operate on Sundays from Sep¬ 
tember 26th, leaving people without a direct route to 
Dorchester. 

The X53 is also to be cut to a two hourly service on 
Sundays between Weymouth and Axminster. 

However, the group have announced that they are 
able to provide a bus every 30 minutes between Brid- 
port and Axminster on Monday to Saturday daytimes 
by combining the X51 and X53. 

A First spokesperson said: “Following the demise 
of financial support for what is now the X51, the Sun¬ 
day service has been extremely marginal. 

“We have analysed where customers are travelling 
and again the busiest section is between Bridport and 
Axminster with very few travelling to Dorchester. 

“As a result of the take up this summer, we will op¬ 
erate the X53 every two hours from Axminster 
through Lyme Regis, Bridport, West Bay and on to 
Weymouth. 

“Bridport residents with train connections can still 
make them from Weymouth station.” 

Bridport’s Green Party town councillors are backing 
calls from residents for Dorset County Council to re¬ 
verse cuts to the bus service. 

Councillor Kelvin Clayton said: “We are fully be¬ 
hind the Bus Action Group (set up to campaign over 
cuts to the X31 evening service) campaign to recog- 
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nise the need for more regular services between Brid¬ 
port and other local towns and villages, so that people 
can use public transport to get to work or to the hos¬ 


pital when they need to.” 

They claim that since 2010, the number of bus jour¬ 
neys taken in Dorset has fallen by more than a million, 
with serious social, economic and environmental con¬ 
sequences. 

Councillor Julian Jones said: “Without decent public 
transport in rural areas, our ability to tackle climate 
change is significantly reduced. 

“Dorset County Council’s own local transport plan

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says it will improve alternatives to the car, but they 
are doing the exact opposite - more than 40 Dorset 
bus services have been cut in the last year and a half. 

“We need to bring the Dorset bus network under 
control with the council setting routes, frequencies 
and fares. 

“In this way, key services like the X31 and X53 can 
be timetabled to run every hour, with full services in 
the evening.” 

Members of the Western Area Transport Action 
Group (WATAG) feared that there would be no Sun¬ 
day service at all and is pleased that the X53 will still 
be running. 

Chairman Peter Smith said: “We are sure that the 
villages along the coast road will be pleased to finally 
have a winter Sunday service. 

“The new route between Axminster, Lyme Regis, 
Bridport and Weymouth will provide a train connect¬ 
ing service and we hope a route to Weymouth will at¬ 
tract enough users to at least retain a winter Sunday 
service of some sort in future years.

• HOW long have you been chair of the Brid¬ 
port hat festival? 

This is my second year as chairman but I was in¬ 
volved for two years before that. I would stress 
that I'm only the chairman and represent a com¬ 
mittee of volunteers who do a lot of the work 
involved. 

• WHAT is the most challenging part of 
being chairman? 

Trying to recruit more volunteers to be both 
part of the committee and to help on Hat Festi¬ 
val day. 

• TH ERE'S a whole host of activities over the 
weekend, what can't be missed? 

The mass photo in Bucky Doo square is an ab¬ 
solute must - followed by the judging of the 
fun hat competitions. The dog competition at 
Millennium Green is just brilliant and as it's at 
11 am you can see it and not miss the big photo. 

• THE festival is now in itssixth year, how 
has it grown since its inception? 

The festival hasn't really grown in size over the 
six years. Frankly, there is a limit to how many 
people can actually get in to Bridport on Hat 
Festival day. Parking is limited and to find a 
hotel room within a reasonable distance can be 
difficult if not booked early enough. We do, 
however, try to build on what has been found 
to work in previous years - for instance the dog 
competition is now in its third year and really 
steals the show! We now also encourage "fringe 
events", where an event is totally organised by 
a third party but is approved by the Hat Festival, 
which will then receive a donation for its chari¬ 
ties. This year we have the Allington Hillbillies 
Mad Hatters Tea Party at 5pm and a ceilidh on 
Saturday evening at 7.30pm at St Mary's Church 
hall. 

• HOW many volunteers help bring the fes¬ 
tival to life? 

Well, the simple answer to that is not enough - 



do please volunteer as it does help to spread 
the load. We are especially grateful for the help 
given on Hat Festival day by the Round Table 
who are experts in the collection of donations 
from the attendees. 

• TELL us about the Hat Amnesty... 

This is a simple solution for what to do with 
those neglected and uncared for hats that just 
never see the light of day. Just pop in to Snooks 
Hat Shop in East Street and your unwanted hat 
will be sympathetically received for re-homing 
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at the Hat Auction, to be held on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 3rd at 8pm in The Bridport & West 
Dorset Club - all are welcome! 

• WHO are the chosen charities for this 
year's festival? 

We are supporting the same head-related char¬ 
ities as last year: Brain Tumour Research and The 
Brain Injury Rehabilitation Trust. Last year we 
gave them over £2,000. It is a great credit to the 
town that the festival expenses are paid for by 
largely local sponsorship with any money left 
over being donated to our charities - plus any 
profits from our sales of Hat Festival Bags and 
this year, of Hat Festival T-shirts. 

• ON a personal level what are you most 
looking forward to seeing at the festival? 

As a dog owner I guess it has to be the dog 
competition. Dogs are part of the family and 
can really join in the fun - they truly seem to 
enjoy it! And we do issue guidelines on our 
website to ensure that competing dogs are 
happy to wear hats. 


• WHEN chairing/organising a large festival 
like this, what is the one thing you mustn't 
forget? 

That the people of Bridport enjoy a good party 
and will always participate in the spirit of the 
event- especially if it just a little wacky and they 
can air their creative skills in the widest range 
of magnificent millinery and hilarious hattery 
that you will ever see!

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Coastguards 
issue safety 
appeal after 
sea rescue 


WEST Bay coastguards are 
urging beach-goers to be more 
responsible after three people 
were taken to hospital after 
being swept out to sea. 

Coastguards were called to re¬ 
ports of people in difficulty off 
Freshwater Beach on Tuesday, Au¬ 
gust 25th at around 4.30pm. 

It is believed that the group was 
by the surf line when one of them 
was knocked over by a large wave 
and taken out of their depth. 

Seeing that they were in diffi¬ 
culty, two further people entered 
the water to help, only to be over¬ 
come by the large waves and strong 
undertow themselves. 

A coastguard spokesperson said: 
“It should be noted that whilst the 
emergency services were on scene, 
coastguard officers were deployed 
to two separate groups of people 
who were playing in the sea nearby, 
oblivious to the potential dangers. 

“One of these groups contained 
small children that were playing in 
and around the surf line.”

Other people attempted to rescue 
the people in distress. 

The three were taken to Dorset 
County Hospital by ambulance and 
the others were checked by para¬ 
medics on the scene. 

“This incident ended with all per¬ 
sons being recovered from the 
water,” added the spokesperson. 
“However, things could have 
turned out quite differently as 
demonstrated by the recent and 
tragic incident at West Bexington. 

“We strongly urge people to be re¬ 
sponsible when visiting the coast 
and not put themselves in danger, 
which in turn could risk the lives of 
bystanders and the emergency serv¬ 
ices. 

“Never under any circumstances 
enter the water, scale a cliff or enter 
mud to try and attempt a rescue as 
this only puts more lives at risk. 
Dial 999 and ask for the coast¬ 
guard.” 


Cyclist fights for life after fall 


AN elderly cyclist is being treated 
for life-threatening injuries after 
falling from her bike by Bridport’s 
Crown roundabout on Monday 
(August 31st). 

At around 2pm, emergency serv¬ 
ices were called to reports that an 
Hderly woman had come off her 
bike at the roundabout on the A3 5. 

The cyclist, a local woman in her 
70s, fractured her pelvis and sus¬ 
tained serious head injuries. The 
road was closed while emergency 
services dealt with the incident and 
reopened at 3.20pm. 

A spokesperson for South West 
Ambulance Service said: “We were 
called to South Street in Bridport at 
1.47pm to a female casualty who 
bad fallen off her bike. 

“She had a head injury and a 


fractured pelvis and was taken to 
Southampton General hospital by 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance.” 

Dorset Police are appealing for 
witnesses to come forward. 

Police Constable Paul Rogers, of 
Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, said: 
“From our examination of the scene 
and speaking to witnesses, we do 
not believe that any other vehicle 
was involved. However, I am ap¬ 
pealing to anyone who saw the cy¬ 
clist at the time of the incident to 
please call me on 101. All calls will 
be treated in strict confidence.”

Planners approve 
33 new homes in 
face of objections 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 33 homes in 
Bridport have been recommended for approval by 
West Dorset District Council, writes Lottie Welch. 

Chester Commercials submitted an application 
earlier this year to build homes the site by Watton 
Park and Bridport Leisure Centre, which is outside 
the development boundary and an Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty. 

The proposals received dozens of letters of objec¬ 
tion from residents of Watton Park detailing con¬ 
cerns about an increase in traffic and a single access 
point, noise and disturbance, parking issues and the 
visual impact of the estate. 

But the development was granted outline permis¬ 
sion at last Thursday’s (August 27th) development 
control committee meeting subject to the complex 
offering 11 affordable houses and the provision of 
0.48 hectare of on-site public open space. 

The report from the meeting states: “From an eco¬ 
nomic perspective, this development would make a 
positive contribution to the local economy during 
construction and would support existing businesses 
in Bridport, which are all accessible from the site. 
Affordable 

“From a social perspective, 33 dwellings would 
have the potential to make a significant contribution 
to the current housing shortfall and would also pro¬ 
vide 11 affordable units for which there is a signif¬ 
icant need within the area.” 

The development site falls in the Symondsbury 
parish and Amanda Streatfeild, chairman of 
Symondsbury Parish Council said: “Both Bridport 
Town Council and Symondsbury Parish Council 
have opposed the development. 

“Symondsbury is aware that this development 
should provide 11 much needed affordable housing 
units as well as market housing required to fulfil the 
county’s quota, but are not convinced that this is the 
right site.”

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Jellyfish appear in record numbers 


VISITORS to West Bay are being advised to keep an 
eye out for strange creatures emerging from the deep 
this summer. 

Marine scientists are reporting record numbers of 
barrel jellyfish appearing along the South West coast 
for the second consecutive year. 

The huge stingers, including the potentially danger¬ 
ous “Portuguese Man O War” type, have been spotted 
washing up on the region’s beaches. 

Experts say the “rise of the jellyfish” in the UK can 
no longer be ignored and are calling for more rigorous 
research into the creatures - and what their apparent 
surge in numbers could mean for our coastline. 

Dr Peter Richardson, the Marine Conservation So¬ 
ciety’s Biodiversity and Fisheries Programme Man¬ 
ager, said: “Our national jellyfish survey suggests 
significant recent rises in the numbers of some jelly¬ 
fish species in UK seas - most notably the barrel. 

“The million-dollar question is: why is this happen¬ 
ing? At the moment, we just don’t know.” 

Members of the public have been reporting jellyfish 
discoveries to the society’s website since 2003. But 
beach-goers have spotted the creatures in record num¬ 
bers for the last two years. 

In 2014 the number of reports rose to 1,400 - and 
in the first seven months of this year, a further 1,000 
have been received. 

Scientists are now warning communities like West 
Bay to be on the lookout for jellyfish, with 2015 set 
to be another record-breaking year.

“We know that our seas are changing through cli¬ 
mate change, resulting in rising sea temperatures and 
increased ocean acidification, and we know our seas 
are also heavily fished,” added Dr Richardson. 

“At the same time, we seem to be witnessing in¬ 
creases in jellyfish around the UK. Is this an anomaly, 
a coincidence, or are the jellyfish telling us something 
about fundamental changes in the condition of our 
seas?” 

He continued: “People are fascinated by jellyfish 
and that’s why our survey is one of our most success¬ 
ful citizen-science projects. 

“But we believe there is now a need for the govern¬ 
ment to commission dedicated scientific research and 
monitoring to answer pressing questions about what 
is happening to jellyfish numbers, why it is happening 
and what this means for our precious and productive 
seas.”

WEST SIDE STORY REVIEW

LEONARD Bernstein’s classic West 
Side Story, which is seen by many as 
the best musical ever written, was a 
very brave choice for Bridport Musical 
Theatre Company. 

The show, which relies heavily on a 
cast of young men who can both sing 
and dance, would be a non starter for 
most local societies but this is some¬ 
thing Bridport has never been short of 
and they relished the challenge of fill¬ 
ing The Electric Palace with a vibrant 
energy from the onset. 

Loosely based on Shakespeare’s 
Romeo and Juliet, the plot follows the 
battle between the Jets and the Sharks, 
two street gangs in 1950s New York. 
The gangs, which are from different 
ethnic backgrounds, are embroiled in a 
bitter turf war that sees daily ‘rumbles’ 
and some very vicious reprisals. 
Amidst all of the mayhem however, a 
love blossoms between Tony, a some¬ 
what reluctant Jet and Maria, the 
younger sister of the Puerto Rican gang 
leader Bernardo - which ultimately 
leads to a tragic end. 

The star-crossed lovers in this pro¬ 
duction were quite expertly portrayed 
by the young performers, both of 
whom showed a maturity of perform¬ 
ance that belied their years. Cameron 
Love as Tony gave the role some won¬ 
derful sensitivity and emotion. His 
scenes with Maria, Matilda Boulay, 
were touching and beautifully per¬ 
formed, particularly when it came to 
the heart-wrenching finale, which left 
many in the opening night audience

reaching for the tissues. Boulay was so 
good as Maria that I’ve struggled to 
find superlatives which would do her 
justice. I watch a lot of musicals and to 
find a triple threat performer of this cal¬ 
ibre on an amateur stage is unusual. 
Gorgeous singing, wonderful move¬ 
ment and totally on point characterisa¬ 
tion made for a very memorable 
performance. I only hope the 18 year 
old is considering a career in the per¬ 
forming arts in the future. 

There were other memorable per¬ 
formances too, from the strapping Ally 
Hughes as Riff and the suave Greg 
Horton as Bernardo, who both showed 
grit as the warring factions in this 
rather grim tale, which unfortunately 
has frightening echoes of modern day 
society. Together with their girls, Jodie 
Glover as Graziella and Jasmine 
Mather as Anita, they dazzled with red 
hot dance numbers, which filled the 
stage with energy and electricity. 

Glover also provided one of the 
show’s musical highlights, with one of 
my all-time favourite show tunes, 
Somewhere, which involved the cast 


dressed all in white in a dream dancing 
sequence, which was both mesmerising 
and beautifully artistic. 

The choreography throughout was 
fresh and sharp, for which Rebecca 
Mather must be congratulated, partic¬ 
ularly when making the notoriously 
difficult fight scenes look easy. She 
also ensured every inch of dancing tal¬ 
ent was exposed, with some of the big 
numbers whipping the audience into a 
fever pitch. 

Assistant choreographer Jasmine 
Mather, who also played Anita, was in¬ 
strumental in much of the Latin spec¬ 
tacle and provided most of the sass 
factor of the show. When teamed with 
the rest of the Shark girls, Lauren 
Glover, Amelia Mundy, Amy Wheatly 
and Emma Harris, they received the 
biggest applause of the night with the 
showstopper America, which gave 
some welcome light to the otherwise 
dark plot. 

The other comedy interlude came 
from the cheeky and charming Jets, 
Richard Vale, Harry Lockett, Ross 
Hughes, Will Stanley, Harvey Causley 
and Matt Lockett, when taking off Of¬ 
ficer Krupke, played by Tony Glover. 
The character we love to hate, Glover 
played the mean officer masterfully 
and was an able sidekick to Roger 
Ferry as the vile and corrupt detective. 

From the first encounter at the local 
dance to the very last fight, this exuber¬ 
ant young cast danced their socks off, 
with Jet girls Emma Surridge, Immie 
Gordon and Carly Poole never once 
waning in their hatred for the Sharks, 
Steven Hicken, Ryan Matthews and 
Russell Gale. It was also great to see 
Melissa Denslow making the move 


from Lyme Regis over to Bridport, 
showing she could more than cut it as 
the wannabe Jet, Anybodys. 

I have to say I do feel a musically de¬ 
manding show like this would have 
greatly benefited from the use of a live 
band, but I fully understand the finan¬ 
cial challenge that having professional 
musicians posts. That said, this was a 
very good production and I must con¬ 
gratulate Dave Swaffield and team, 
who have once again proved that if you 
are brave and aspirational you really 
can achieve excellence.

SOMETIMES we yearn for life to be simple and our 
choices 'black and white', in the hope that prevarication 
and confusion can be avoided. 

That's rarely realistic unfortunately, but taking a mono¬ 
chrome approach could be a perfect stress-free solution 
for decor. 

No one's more convinced of the merit and power of a 
classic black and white pairing than Hilary Robertson, au¬ 
thor of Monochrome Home. 

"White loves black. Black loves white. Exploring their re¬ 
lationship builds an interior which is timeless, flexible, 
practical and liberating," she enthuses. 

"By restricting the colour palette, having a colour 
cleanse if you like, any number of eclectic elements can 
easily exist happily together; inexpensive or simple 
things will look more sophisticated and decorating deci¬ 
sions are made easier." 

Choosing a monochrome interior is a minimalist stance, 
she points out, but more than that, it's a refusal to get 
caught up in the drama of colour, with all the attendant 
complications of what goes with what, which, all too 
often, bedevils the amateur decorator. 

"Once you decide all the colours of the rainbow are not 
an option and commit to a monochrome scheme, you 
won't find it restrictive or as drastic as it sounds," she re¬ 
assures. "Creativity can flourish within the boundaries of 
black, white, grey and all the shades in between. It actu¬ 


ally affords the decorator considerable freedom to exper¬ 
iment with mixing pieces from different decades, adding 
pattern and layering texture." 

Deciding which type of 'monochromist' you are, she 
says, will ensure your interpretation truly matches your 
taste. "Just as there are night people, who favour black 
and moody, atmospheric boltholes, there are others who 
prefer to bathe in light with black merely providing a sub¬ 
tle contrast," she points out. 

Choose from a 'white-out' or 'back to black' approach 
and transform your home simply into a stylish space.... It 
might even change your life too! 

BIT OF ALL WHITE 

You lean to the brighter side of life, preferring shades 
of white, light-flooded rooms, pale or bleached floors and 
a smattering of black for details. 

"White is reflective, peaceful and restorative and max¬ 
imises daylight. It's a perfect neutral, unobtrusive canvas 
for furniture and decorative objects. The white envelope 
approach - with both pale walls and floors - wraps a space 
in light but demands some defining characteristics if it is 
not to turn into a blurry snowy scene," advises Robertson. 

"Mixing black furniture, black and white photography 
and a lamp or two adds punctuation to a room, and a rug 
combining both colours will ground it, which is essential. 
There's something awkward about a room where objects 
float, offering nowhere for the eye to rest." 


TIP: Brilliant whites have a more contemporary feel 
than softer shades, and sit well next to objects with some 
patina and age. Consider a palette of three different 
tones of white and vary the warmth and coolness of 
these. The lightest should go on the ceiling and mould¬ 
ings, darkest on the floor, and the middle shade on walls. 

For lustre, opt for pearlescent white paint, and for a 
chalky effect, try unfinished white plaster. Dulux's range 
of whites includes a sharp Mineral Haze 4, which would 
pair with a softer Java Cream, both from the Him + Her 
Collection, £24.49 for 2.5L of matt emulsion. 

MONOCHROME MUST-HAVES: Black details in a pure 
white landscape pack a mighty punch, so choose with 
care. Showcase black and white photography: Silver Birch 
Trees At The Tate Modern print, £175, In-Spaces, is stun¬ 
ning and keys into our desire to reflect nature in homes. 

Give a hall va-va-voom with this palette and opt for a 
traditional black and white tile floor.Topps Tiles has a va¬ 
riety of effects, and Victorian Chequer Tiles, £5.49 each 
(£66.19 a square metre), are particularly striking. 

Storage is essential, and a white with black trim Kenzie 
Cartoon Two Drawer Chest, £975, Out There Interiors, is 
eye-catching. Complete the picture with a black floral 
print Chelsea Roller Blind, £119, DigetexHome. 

Conjure a calm dining room, ideal for relaxing and en¬ 
tertaining with Marks & Spencer's Japanese-inspired 
Nayoko furniture range. It has a semi-gloss black lacquer 
finish with copper handles: 3-Door Sideboard, £749; Din¬ 
ing Table, £549, and Dining Chair, £199. 

Enhance the effect with Jan Constantine's stunning 
new Harlequin white china collection, decorated with 
black diamonds and 22 carat gold rim detailing. Plates 
from £35 and mugs from £15 each; range available end 
of August.

ON THE DARK SIDE 

You are temperamentally suited to darkness, would 
happily swap day for night, and cannot resist the striking 
effect of light on dark. 

"Black's taken it's time to slink back into our conscious¬ 
ness because it earned a bad reputation in the Nineties 
where it was all about machismo, with matt black walls, 
chrome, leather and no feminine balance," says Robert¬ 
son. 

"Now it's been reinvented for our times. This incarna¬ 
tion is softer, more sensual and complex. There's some¬ 
thing undeniably glamorous, louche and sexy about a 
dark room. 

"Texture is all important in this interior, which relies on 
the tension created between hard, soft, rough and 
smooth to add character. Employing a mix of finishes and 
materials, from matt paint to glossy lacquer, gives mono¬ 
chrome rooms depth." 

TIP: Going dark takes courage, so if your mood's sensi¬ 
tive to the amount of available daylight, limit black to 
contrasting details.

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Mum and Dad drive kids mad on car trips, says Ford poll; 
terrible singing, nose picking and swearing are top gripes 


KIDS are often blamed for being 
a disruptive influence on car 
journeys, but according to a new 
Ford survey parents are creating 
just as much tension while on 
the move. 

Having to endure parents 
singing is the number one pet 
hate for children on family car 
journeys, a new Ford survey 
shows. Kids also complain that 
badly-behaved mums and dads 
shout at other drivers, swear, 
and pick their noses. 

The survey of 2,000 children 
across Europe reveals that 66 
per cent say their parents are an¬ 
noying on car trips; mums and 
dads serve up snacks, TV shows 
and movies to get them to be¬ 
have; and dads get the thumbs 
up for being the better drivers - 
especially from boys. Regardless 
of snacks, smartphones, and 
tablets, the most likely response 
from children to a boring car 
journey is not surprisingly: "Are 
we there yet?" 

The Ford survey was con¬ 
ducted in order to better under¬ 
stand what children like and 
don't like about travelling in cars 
and reveals surprising differ¬ 
ences from country to country: 

Singing parents are least pop¬ 
ular in the U.K. where 39 per 
cent of children ranked this their 
biggest pet hate. Children in 
France, the only country that 
didn't rank singing as the worst 
habit, were twice as likely to 
complain about their parents 


shouting at other drivers 

Across Europe, 61 per cent of 
children revealed parents got 
angry or used "naughty words", 
with French parents the worst 
offenders (74 per cent). Italy is 
the only country where less than 
half of parents lose their temper 
(39 percent) 

Asking: "Are we there yet?"

sponse overall (63 per cent).

When it comes to getting chil¬ 
dren to behave, 26 per cent said 
mum and dad hand over their 
smartphones for them to play 
with, and 20 per cent get to 
watch a film or TV show. U.K. 
parents are most likely to offer a 
snack (29 per cent). And the 
best-behaved children appar¬ 
ently are in Germany, where 38 
per cent claim their parents 


don't need to make them be¬ 
have in the car. 

Though both boys and girls 
across all countries identified 
dad as the best driver (61 per 
cent), it was Italian dads that got 
the biggest thumbs up (67 per 
cent), and U.K. mums who came 
closest to being the favourite 
(45 per cent). The children most 
likely to highlight nose-picking 
as the worst parental habit are in 
the U.K., then Italy and Germany.

Fitzy calls it a day after forty years behind the stumps 


A CAREER spanning 40 years came to an end on Saturday with 
the retirement of former Dorset wicketkeeper Sean Fitzgerald, 

writes STUART BROOM. 

The amiable Fitzgerald played his first senior game for Brid¬ 
port 2nds aged 13, and after a career that has seen him play for 
four local clubs he retired after helping guide Dorchester to vic¬ 
tory over Martinstown in the final game of the season at the 
Rec. 

Fitzy, as he is affectionately known, turned 53 in August and 
decided now was the time to spend some more time with his 
family, especially his two grandsons. 

He made the decision after relinquishing the gloves earlier in 
the season following injury. However with his successor Nick 
Roe unavailable, he was behind the stumps for one final time 
on Saturday, and he retired not out, having made an unbeaten 
15 not out in a cameo batting performance, finding the bound¬ 
ary on two occasions. 

Fitzgerald made his 1st team debut the following season, but 
after five years moved to Beaminster, before returning to Brid¬ 
port from his West Dorset rivals ten years later. 

Head coach for West Dorset Development Association and 
assistant coach at Wessex Cricket School Academy, Fitzgerald 


moved to Weymouth in late 2008 as head coach where he 
stayed for three seasons, before heading over the Ridgeway to 
Dorchester to take up a similar role three years ago. 

A technically brilliant right hand batsman and wicketkeeper, 
he played 18 times for Dorset between 1989 and 1992, making 
his debut against Berkshire in the Minor Counties where he 
score an unbeaten 19 not out. 

He is also an established member of the Dorset over 50s side, 
scoring a magnificent 110 not out against Surrey in September 
2012 . 

Whilst he will continue in his coaching capacity at Dorchester 
CC, he intends to stand down as coach of two Dorset youth 
sides he currently coaches so that he has more time to spend 
with his family. 

Fitzy’s achievements were recognised after the game when 
captain Simon Mitchem presented him with a bottle of wine 
and a bottle of anti-ageing cream! 

Mitchem said: “Fitzy has been a tremendous ambassador for 
Dorset cricket, and whilst he will be sorely missed on the pitch, 
we are pleased that he staying on a coach. 

“He is such a good influence with the younger players, and 
great to have around the club.”
